Fill one quarter (1 — 1.25 gallons) of the total capacity of the foot spa bath with
warm water.

Add one tablet to the foot spa bath water and agitate to dissolve. One tablet in 1
—1.25 gallons of foot spa bath water will provide an active bromine concentration
of 40 ppm.

. Circulate the water in the foot spa bath for ten minutes.

. Add enough warm water to fill the foot spa bath to full capacity (4 — 5 gallons)
before putting feet in. The active bromine concentration during customer use is
10 ppm.

After Use By Each Customer:

1. All water must be drained and all debris removed from the foot spa bath basin.

2. Thoroughly clean foot spa bath basin with soap and water.
